and that the introdu ction of labor sav­ 
ing machinery, the u se of gas and oil 
for fu el, are making u nnecessary the 
long hou rs of labor at which the mi­ 
ners are now’ employed. 
The report 
takes u p many grievances that are 
pu rely local and makes a nu mber of 
demands for their correction. 
Among the demands are that all 
coal be weighed before being screened 
and paid for on the mine ru n basis, 
and that the readju stm ent of 
the 
prices be made on the basis of the 
actu al percentage of screenings as 
compared w’ith lu mp coal; a flat 10- 
cents-a-ton 
increase 
at the 
basing 
points; 20 per cent increase on all 
dead work, yardage and day labor; 
u niform workday and wage scale for 
all classes of ou tside and inside day 
labor; proper readju stm ent of the ma­ 
chine differential at the basing points 
in Illinois, Indiana, Ohio and western 
Pennsylvania: u niform day of seven 
hou rs at the working place for all 
classes of insihe labor be made the 
basis of the above scale, based on pres­ 
ent prices, five hou rs to constitu te a 
day’s labor on Satu rday; w’eekly pay­ 
ments, coal companies not to have 
more than two weeks’ wages held in 
their offices at any one tim e; no lim­ 
it to the amou nt of dedu ctions made 
throu gh the companies’ offices for the 
m iners’ organizations; no discrimina­ 
tion by the coal companies in the em­ 
ployment of mine workers on accou nt 
of creed, color or nationality; all local 
Inequ alities and internal differences to 
be referred to the districts affected;

The committee recommends that the

To a majority of people the u se of 
canned milk seems an extravagant ex­ 
penditu re, bu t when fresh milk is not 
obtainable, as it is not in many places 
removed from civilization, condensed 
milk is a wonderfu l boon,

For sou ps, when wishing a creamed 
sou p, the condensed milk is especially 
good. 
Fis h Chowde r.—Salt w ater fish, or 
salt fish freshened, or any fresh w ater 
fish makes deliciou s chowder. 
W hen 
u sing fresh fish, clean and remove the 
hard fins and bones, sim m er the bones 
in •water to cover, and cu t the fish in 
two-inch pieces. Cu t a fou rth of a cu p 
of salt pork in small dice and cook 
u ntil the fat is extracted; add a small 
onion, chopped fine, and cook u ntil 
yellow. 
Add two cu ps of sliced and 
parboiled potatoes, the liqu or In which 
the bones have been cooked; add the 
fish and cook u ntil the vegetables and 
fish are tender.

J. N. Hurty, secretary of the board, 
accounts for the decrease in the dis­ 
ease by the theory that people have 
learned to be less afraid of open 
doors in the street cars and have 
learned to open their bedroom win­ 
dows at night. 
Pneumonia usually sets in in De­ 
cember and continues through Janu­ 
ary and February, and often into 
March. 
It is a disease, Dr. Hurty 
says, that flourishes where the air is 
bad, and is *one of the most insidious, 
, because fully 80 per cent, of the 
I persons in the streets, public places 
I and street cars carry the pneumonia 
germs, and these germs get in their 
most deadly work when the average 
person thinks he is most secure— 
where the room is closed and the air 
heated. 
“I long since learned not to ride in 
a closed street car when I could help 
i.t and to walk whenever 1 could do 
so,” said Dr. Hurty. 
“I have been 
trying to teach other people to do the 
same. 
Some day I am going to be 
radical about it, and declare the trac­ 
tion company ought to use summer 
ears the year around. 
Why riot? 
A 
person who will, for pleasure, ride 
all afternoon in an open automobile, 
a buggy or a sleigh, will raise an aw­ 
ful rumpus if lie has to spend ten 
minutes in a street car with the door 
that will not close tightly.”

There were 321 cases of 
diphtheria in 
49 counties with 48 
deaths. 
Scarlet fever killed 11 per­ 
sons in 53 counties, with 314 cases 
reported. 
There were 108 cases of typhoid 
fever in 50 counties with 50 deaths. 
190 deaths were caused by violence, 
as against 217 for the corresponding 
months last year. 
There were five 
murders, 29 suicides and 156 acci­ 
dental deaths. 
Steam railroad acci­ 
dents were responsible for 34 of the 
latter. 
Eight persons were bitten by rabid 
dtogs, and two eases of developed 
rabies.

NEGROES GLOSE TÜEIB LIPS

New Orleans, Jan. 25.—A bucket set

brains; an ax used as the instrument 
of sacrifice; the beds in their homes, 
the altars and knowledge of negro su­ 
perstition are the only clues detectives 
have so far found in the efforts to trail 
down, in the Louisiana rice belt, the 
negro “sacrifice sect” which has mur­ 
dered five colored families, twenty-six 
persons, within the last year. A tele­ 
gram from Lake 
Charles told of the 
finding of a mysterious book, at first 
thought to be the ritual of the cult, 
but examination proved it to be only 
a set of meaningless figures. 
The in­ 
vestigators of the crime series are 
baffled and ready to quit. A man who 
has been connected with a detective 
Cullop #f Indiana, a Bryan follower, J agency for thirty years has returned 
turned the trick. He offered the above j from Crowley and admits his failure. 
“The negroes simply will not talk at 
| all,” he said. 
“I tried every known 
method of loosening their tongues, 
hut to no avail. 
Men were made 
drunk, but mention of the last crime 
blamed upon the sacrifice sect, the 
Broussard murder of five persons at 
Lake Charles, restored them to sobri­ 
ety. Women cried and went into hys­ 
terics, hut when asked about doings of 
the “sanctified church” they simply 
shut their mouths and kept them shut. 
If the law ever makes out a case, it 
will be unable to secure a single con­ 
viction. 
It is one of those cases the 
law cannot cover.’* 
Not a member of the congregation 
of the Rev. King Harrison, the negro 
minister, held in connection with the 


amendment to the Evans bill, which 
creates an additional district judge in 
Chicago and drops one circuit judge­ 
ship, the latter being one caused by 
the resignation of Judge Grosscup. 
This, it was pointed out, will save 
the government $1,500 a year, as the 
salary of a district judge is $6,000 and 
that of a circuit judge $7,500, while at 
the same time relieving the present 
crowded condition of business in the 
district court.

Seal very tight, lay on a trivet, put 
in a hot oven for three minu tes, then 
slack heat, and cook for at least an 
hou r. 
Scrape carrots as u su al, cu t them 
in pieces and pu t into a bu ttered bag 
with half a gill of stock, a dot of 
bu tter and salt and pepper to taste. 
Cook thirty -five to forty -five minu tes 
at a moderate heat. 
Apple du mplings are apple du mp­ 
lings in or ou t of bags. 
Their good­ 
ness depends on three things—the 
paste, the maker and the cooking. 
TTie apple is hardly more than a 
vehicle to hold sw-eets and spices and 
accent the tang of them. 
Make real pu ff paste for y ou r du mp­ 
lings, roll it a qu arter-inch thick, fit 
it neatly arou nd the apples, which 
shou ld be liberally treated with su gar 
and bu tter, not to name lemon peel 
and cinnamon, pu t in a thickly -bu t­ 
tered bag with a small lu mp of bu t­ 
ter and a spoonfu l of su gar, and cook 
for twenty to twenty -five minu tes in 
a fairly hot oven. 
For cider sau ce, cream half a cu p 
of bu tter, frothy light, beat into it a 
heaping cu p of su gar, then set over 
hot water and add gradu ally a cu p 
of fresh sweet cider, hot bu t not boil­ 
ing. 
Beat hard together. grate nu t­ 
meg over, and serve very hot. 
The cheese crackers are lightly bu t­ 
tered, sprinkled w-ith parinesan, and 
heated inside a bag for abou t five 
minu tes.

Indianapo lis. Jan. 25.—The go v ern­ 
m ent o fficials in charge o f the dyna­ 
m ite inv estigatio n hav e receiv ed w ith­ 
in the past few days a num ber o f let­ 
te rs fro m perso ns who claim to hav e 
inside kno w ledge o f the dynam iting 
co nspiracy, and they hav e o ffered to 
co me here and testify. 
So me o f these 
letters, it is said, are fro m m en who 
had inside info rm atio n and th eir re­ 
quests hav e been granted, but in o ther 
cases the o fficials are in po ssessio n 
o f all th a t they pro fess to kno w'. It is 
believ ed that so m e o f these v o luntary 
w itnesses believ e that they are liable 
to be caught in the go v ernm ent net, 
and they are seeking im m unity by 
o ffering to tell all they kno w. 
It has been learned that the inv esti­ 
gatio n as o riginally planned w’o uld 
hav e been co m pleted by this tim e, 
had no t its sco pe beco me bro adened 
by the disco v ery o f new' ev idence 
since the 
Indianapo lis 
inv estigatio n 
began. 
The go v ernm ent, it has been 
learned, has in its jio ssessio n no t o nly 
ev idence prev io usly unheard o f, but 
ev idence against sev eral m en who se 
crim inal co nnectio n with the dynam ite 
co nspiracy had no t 
been suggested 
th ree m o nths ago . 
Ev idence alo ng 
this line has been intro duced fro m 
tim e to tim e, usually being bro ught 
here so o n after the first hints o f its 
existence. 
Ev idence bearing o n nearly ev ery

j plo sio ns which are charged up against
